batwaon the group on ajr aide and tha group on that aide. 

Aa Capt. Prlta, Dateetive I«««ll, and DeteetlTe L.C. OraTM merged with the 
irialanar, a group of the raportera fell in back of theo, aa they walked. I 
orerheard one of thaa aajr "Uhat have you got to aay noS." At thia esaet noaant 
I heard tha ahot. Dva to the orowd having eloaad behind the aen, I waa unable 
to aeo anything. laMdiataly after tha ahot, ao many man grabbed th's auap. and 
ooopletaly engulfad hln, that it waa laposaibla to wee who ho waa. Almost 
imedistely, U. HoKinney told mo to go into the Jail lobby and stop inoonlng 
paopel. I was aasiotsd by Dot. Heaty and two unifora man, who I can't rmmbor.
